(The reference was 
lo the bombing of the Japanese-own 
ed South Manchuria railway.) 


"Manchuria 
holds the 
key to 


.peace in the far east. This was true 
before the Russo-Japanese war; H 
is even more true at present. In the 
past Japan always has done every- 
thing in its power to prevent civil 
Commotion in China from spreading 
to Manchuria 
because we possess 


there important rights and interests 
rendering the maintenance of peace 
a matter of absolute 
necessity to 
Japan. 


"Thanks to these untiring efforts, 


Manchuria has been kept free from 
the constant turmoil of China prop- 
er and has been converted into 
a 


land of peace and security." 


What Japan desires, he said, Is 


only "to secure peace and order in 
Manchuria and to make that region 
safe, both for Chinese and foreign- 
ers, and to open it all for economic 
development."

bassador to Spain and Mexican rep 
resentative at the league of nations. 


The replacements were: Alberto J. 


Pani, former ambassador to Spain, 
who becomes finance minister; Gen- 
eral Abelardo Rodriguez, who moves 
up from an undersecretaryship to 
become minister of industry; General 
Miguel M. Acosta, -who becomes min- 
ister of communications, and Gen- 
eral Juan Jose Rios who replaces 
Manuel C. Tellez as minister of in- 
terior. Senor Tellez, former ambas- 
sador to Washington, was transfer- 
red from the inferior ministry to the 
post of foreign minister. 


It was the second cabinet turn- 


over in four months.

CHAIN BANK BILL IS 
PASSED BY ASSEMBLY 


Measure Killed but Called 


Back for Action—Curbs 
Out of State Groups 


Madison—MP>—Further expansion 


of chain banking in Wisconsin by 
out of state interests is prohibited 
under terms of a bill passed by the 
assembly today. The vote was 77 to 
8. 


The bill was introduced by Assem- 


blyman G. Erie Ingram, Eau Claire, 
and represented 
the recommenda- 


tions of the minority of the Interim 
committee on banking. The bill was 
iilled yesterday because It lacked a 
;wo-thirds majority but was revived 
today by Assemblyman L. S. Shaug- 
er, Ogema. 


Support was given the measure 


DV Assemblyman E. G. Smith, Be- 
oit conservative, who said the bill 
would aid the smaller banking insti- 
:utions In the state. Inasmuch as It 
does not affect the 
operation 
ot 


Wisconsin-owned chain banks, the 
measure was believed to have the 
support of leading bankers 


Under the terms of the bill, the 


banking commissioner is instructed 
o establish 20 to 35 clearing house 
districts by July 15, 1933. Clearing 
house associations will be created 
within the districts. They will pro- 
mote safety in 
banking, improve 


service by banks and 
trust 
com- 


panies, assist in tho 
collection of 


bank items, render advisory and au- 
diting service, and assist generally 
in the development, of proper bank- 
ing Institutions and service. 


If more than 10 per cent of 
a 


banking institution's stock is con- 
trolled by out of state corporations 
the institution cannot 
become a 


member of a clearing house associa- 
tion. After Jan. 1, 193} no public de- 
posits would be placed in non-mem- 
ber banks. Wisconsin owned chain 
banking systems would be permitted 
to expand with the permission of 
the banking board of review.

TIME FOR ANOTHER 


EXPLOSION 


When Jake Lingle, the reporter, be- 


came the victim of Chicago gangdom, 
the hue and cry of the press became 
so violent as to blow the roof off of the 
structure that had been so flagrantly 
«recte'd in that community by crime 
and politics. The blast reechoed in ev- 
ery journalistic press-room of the na- 
tion. The crime apparently challenged 
the right of the press to the free and 
unhampered search for news and the 
expression of opinion. 


Granted the justification for this 


wave of widespread public indignation, 
it is a matter of regret that its effects 
could not have been more farreaching, 
more fruitful in exposing the ramifi- 
cations and the trails which led to the 
citadels of those who directed this sin- 
ister organization of crime and terror- 
ism. But another ruthless killing has 
occurred on the streets of Chicago 
which should stir the public to still 
greater indignation. 


This was the murder of Benjamin 


Rosenberg, manager of the Interna- 
tional Cleaners and Dyers, Inc. 
He 


had refused to join a trade association 
because he believed it practised the 
principles of racketeering and extor- 
tion. He had refused to be intimidated 
by the threats of those who had "mus- 
cled" into the cleaning and dyeing in- 
dustry to exact money in lieu of vio- 
lence. He had gone a step farther in 
protecting his individual liberty by at- 
tempting to expose how legitimate 


. business was being preyed upon, and 
-was to, have been a key witness in the 
prosecution of a case brought against 
persons accused of illegal acts. 


Rosenberg was slugged and riddled 


with bullets while on his way home 
to his wife and three children. 
His 


fight for justice and the fight to lib- 
erty in the pursuit of his business is 
over. When a good citizen is mur- 
dered on the streets because he dared 
defy lawlessness in the protection of 
his business and his home, it becomes 
a matter, certainly of as great impor- 
tance to the public as the right to the 
free dissemination of news. 


No power of the press was his guard 


or protection. He fought alone hoping 
for the support of law and order which 
came too late. His ruthless murder 
strikes at the very heart of democracy 
and individual liberty. It is a crime 
equally as deserving as Lingle's mur- 
der for turning loose the bloodhounds 
of justice to search out the cowardly 
perpetrators. 
It is an occasion for an- 


other violent eruption of the public 
conscience. 


WHY MEXICO IS MEXICO 
With a fine flourish of 
outraged 


feelings because a ticket seller for the 
Pullman Company gave a drawing 
room reserved for the foreign minister 
to someone else, a fine of 50,000 pesos, 
about $20,000,-has been imposed by the 
Mexican government upon that com- 
pany, which will indicate the highly 
excitable and temperamental nature of 
the rulers in a land where pride is 
rated at such a pitch that a slip of the 
pen may become a deadly insult and 
throbbing emotions must be assuaged 
somehow. 


Never should the punishment for 


any offense be weighed without con- 
siderable stress upon the factor of in- 
tention. The wilful doing of a wrong 
must always be set apart from either 
an error of judgment, a momentary 
lapse of memory or just a plain blun- 
der. 


The Pullman Company perhaps can 


stand this loss more than the Mexi-

can government can afford to inflict 
the penalty. The latter has apparently 
overlooked the fact that no officer of 
the Pullman Company committed the 
wrong, no board of directors approved 
it and not even a stockholder knew it 
was taking place.

SURVEY OF FEDERAL EXPEN- 


DITURES 


The per capita cost of running the 


Federal government for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1931 was $34.01. 
Twenty years ago, in 1911, the cost 
stood at $7.89, which was the highest 
since 1870 when it was $8.01. 
Dur- 


ing the period of the Civil war and 
the years immediately following the 
peak was $37.01, only three dollars 
more than the figure for 1931. 


From 1911 until our entrance into 


the World war this per capita cost 
did not go above eight dollars. In 1917 
the cost balloon broke from its moor- 
ings, rising to $19.36, to 
$22.58 


in 1918, and on June 30, 1919 it mount- 
ed to the extraordinary height of 
$176.40. 


The cessation of the war combined 


with the high rate of taxation result- 
ing from it, rapidly reduced the cost 
to $60.91 in 1920, and then each fol- 
lowing year showed a decline until the 
amount reached $29.45 in 1927, since 
when it has been climbing steadily. 


Reductions during the period 1920- 


1927 came from savings in fixed charg- 
es due to payments on principal of the 
public debt. 
Despite this, however, 


the per capita cost remained nearly 
four times that of any year in the half 
century preceding the World war. 


Since 1927, the rise in governmen- 


tal cost is due to 'new obligations re- 
sulting from increased bureau expen- 
ses, additional payments to veterans, 
paternalistic expenditures, and deficits 
created by falling income. 


The net result of the estimated sav- 


ings of millions of dollars here and the 
suggested spending of other millions 
elsewhere will be graphically shown 
in the per capita rate next June. That 
it will show an increase is certain, but 
1933 should begin to indicate a return 
to lesser figures in government costs. 


NEW CANCER DEVELOPMENTS 


The search of science for the cause 


of cancer and its cure goes on with 
never-ending patience. Now and then 
a glimmer of hope is aroused that the 
trail to the inner sanctuary of the 
tomb which holds the secret of this 
malignant disease has been uncovered, 
only to be lost again in a seemingly 
impenetrable wilderness. 


However, The American Journal 


of Cancer is authority for new and in- 
teresting developments which may 
eventually lead to the elusive solution 
so long sought after. 


The Research Institute of the Can- 


cer Hospital, London, England re- 
ports 
successful 
experiments in the 


production and transmission of can- 
cer in mice. 


It has been noted that certain En- 


glish workers engaged in industries us- 
ing heavy lubricating oils were espe- 
cially subject to this disease. The ex- 
periments were unique in that the in- 
vestigators began with the assumption 
that the cancer was caused by chemi- 
cals in these oils having certain fluo- 
rescent properties as shown by the 
spectroscope. 
Determining the oil 


which was most effective in producing 
cancer in animals, the fluorescence of 
its chemical compounds enabled them 
to produce a synthetic chemical with 
like properties, which in turn was 
found to be most effective in producing 
the disease. The next step is to find 
which is the guilty element in the 
compound. 


Comment by officials of the Crocker 


Institute of Cancer Research, Colum- 
bia University, characterizes the ex- 
periments as unique and important 
"in that they suggest the possibility 
that cancer may be produced by the 
presence of certain chemicals in the 
human body, originating either in the 
body itself or entering from some out- 
side source." 


These new developments offer the 


hope of brighter trails to come. Hav- 
ing scientifically produced the disease 
of cancer, the determination of the 
cause in the particular cases now un- 
der experiment may reasonably be ex- 
pected, which will constitute a major 
step forward to ultimate victory.

A SINGER GETS BID OP HER 


TONSILS 


Young woman studying for opera- 


tic career had tonsils markedly un- 
equal In size and consistency, the 
left being ten times the size ot the 
right and peculiarly indurated. That 
means hardened. You see, the doctor 
didn't just look at her tonsils. He 
felt of them. He Is a good doctor. 
I've never met him, but plenty of 
his patients have told me about his 
work. 


At first he feared he was con- 


fronted with some such condition as 
sarcoma, 
caminoma 
or 
possibly 


lymphatic leukemia, for he had seen 
such cases occasionally. So he kept 
the patient under observation for a 
time and checked up on the blood 
picture, with negative results. Hav- 
ing satisfied himself that there was 
no such grave condition the doctor 
gave his patient 
the electro-coagu- 


lation treatment (diathermy) and af- 
ter the fourth sitting she reported a 
definite improvement in her voice. 


This same happy 
result might 


have been obtained from the old- 
fashioned surgical removal of the 
tonsil, though at greater actual risk 
to the patient's life and to 
her 


voice, I believe. 
According to the actual pathologi- 


cal examination of tonsils removed 
by good doctors in a clinic or dis- 
pensary (Welsh, Jour. A. M. A., Vol. 
89, No. 26, Dec. 24, 1977) 139 out of 
a thousand such tonsils have frag- 
ments of throat muscle attached. 
While it does not 
follow that the 


voice will be affected 
if a bit of 
throat rrjuscle happens to be includ- 
ed In the bite of the guillotine or 
the slice of the snare, we must ad' 
mit that such crude surgery is not 
very helpful lor singers, speakers 
or others who are anxious to keep 
a good voice. I say crude surgery, 
for I believe the most skillful remov- 
al of tonsils by the very best of 
throat surgeons is a crude proce- 
dure, when done in the old fashion 
ed way by guillotine and snare, com' 
pared with the modern method of 
electro-coagulation by diathermy. 


Unskilled doctors or throat spe 


cialists may do bungling work with 
diathermy, of course. But given *an 
intelligent patient, I think the chanc- 
es are the patient will discontinue 
the treatment if the doctor is a bung- 
ling sort, before serious damage is 
done when diathermy is used, where- 
as the patient has little chance to 
escape If the old Spanish method is 
used. 
The more I see of the results of 


diathermy treatment of Infected ton 
sils and of the bloody method, the 
more I regret that the modern blood 
less method is not suitable for chil 
dren under five or six years of age. 
Such young patients cannot give the 
doctor the cooperation he must have 
from tho patient. The old-fashioned 
guillotine and snare or dissection 
method lg still the method of choice 
for young children. Happily 
the 


present trend is away from the prac> 
tice of removing children's tonsils. 
The observations made by Dr. Kai- 
ser of Rochester, N. Y., have caused 
most good physicians to take a more 
conservative view of this question, 
for as Kaiser's investigations has 
proved, it is doubtful whether a 
young child benefits from the oper- 
ation, even when the tonsils are def- 
initely 
infected. 
Certainly 
good 


doctors no longer countenance the 
removal of merely large tonsils In 
early childhood.

IUM IN STATESMANSHIP 
* SEMI-OFFICIAL note issued In 
/\ Paris on Monday says that "1 


•*• *• seems to be agreed now in 
Paris and London" to offer Germanj 
an extension of the Hoover morator 
ium for six months or a year and t 
ask the United States to grant th 
same relief to its debtors. 
If this 


la the agreement In London an 
Paris, it will compel the President t 
decide whether to go before con 
gresg this spring and ask for an ex 
tension of the moratorium. It wil 
not be an easy decision for him t 
make. 


It Is true, of course, that congress 


ha* not expressly declared agains 
an extension of the moratorium. I 
has declared only against a revision 
of' the settlements. 
Therefore, i 


might be argued that the Franco 
British project does not call for a 
reversal of the strict letter of th 
congressional declaration. ' But, in 
feet, the temper of congress is sucl: 
1hat it is extremely improbable tha 
a. vote could now be obtained ap 
proving another moratorium. Hac 
pledges not been obtained last Jun 
the moratorium would almost cer 
tainly have been defeated in Decem 
ber. 


Apparently, it is not yet under 


stood in Europe why it is that th 
moratorium which was eo popular 
in June had become BO unpopular In 
December. 
The reason 
for 
thi 


change of opinion is plain enougl- 
to 
Americans. They have 
livei 


through six months of moratorium 
in which world conditions, indue 
ing American, have become seriouslj 
worse, and for them there is ni 
longer any magic in moratoria. A 
to the reasons for this result, ther< 
can be much argument; as to th 
fact, none. 


But this much may, I think, b 


said with fair assurance. The Hoo 
ver moratorium was like a verj 
dangerous drug which, administerec 
at precisely the right -moment an 
supplemented promptly with genu 
inely curative measures, might hav 
started Europe towards 
convales 


ence. 
Its efficacy depended, upon 


the willingness of the 
European 


nations to seek real solutions under 
its temporarily stimulating effect 
The drug was unskilfully admin 
istered, there was not enough states 
manship in Europe or America fr 
carry through successfully an oper 
ation of such magnitude and delica 
cy. 
The discords in Europe grew 


worse. Then the 
moratorium, in 


stead of promoting confidence, un 
dermined it by advertising the fac 
that the obligations of contracts hac 
been impaired. 
The 
moratorium 


was followed, not by the reorganiza 
tions and readjustments which th< 
underlying situation required, bu 
by recrimination, political paralysis 
and successive measures of partia 
or total- default. 
* 


Thus today a proposal to extend 


the moratorium is 
simply an an 


nouncement of political bankruptcy 
It Is hard to see what attractions 
the proposal can have for the Amer 
Jean people. They are asked to help 
the European governments dodge th' 
responsibility of dealing with the 
reparation problem, and it will not 
be easy to convince them that this 
is to their advantage or to anyone 
else's. For it is one thing to be 
a lenient and generous creditor; it 
is quite another thing to encourage 
the debtor to continue doing the 
very things which have produced 
his difficulties. 


For these can be no conflicting 


opinions about the fact that a Eu 
ropean settlement of reparations is 
an indispensable condition 
of Eu 


ropean recovery. 
Two committees 


of experts, representing all the Eu 
ropean powers concerned, have made 
authoritative and urgent declara- 
tions to this effect. 
"What then, Is 


to be gained by assenting to this 
proposal to postpone the inevitable 
another six months or a year? "What 
is to be lost by declining to assent? 
These are the two questions we 
are called upon to decide if the plan 
outlined in the French semi-official 
note Is adopted.* * * 


The only visible gain from assent- 


ing would be made by M. Laval. 
Postponement would 
assuage 
his 


political difficulties by 
increasing 


Mr. Hoover's. 
M. Laval does not 


dare to beard the French chamber 
before his elections, so it is suggest- 
ed that Mr. Hoover beard congress 
before the American elections. That 
will not, I imagine, appeal to Mr. 
Hoover, and I do not see why it 
should. M. Laval came here in Oc- 
tober and asked for the initiative in 
setting Europe's affairs, and there 
la no reason why M. Laval should 
be permitted to hand back this in- 
itiative which he so pressingly de- 
aired. 


From an economic point of view 


there is really nothing to be said 
for another six or twelve months of 
postponement. 
The 
condition of 


Central Europe is becoming worse 
and another twelve months of un- 
certainty, of agitation, of diplomat- 
ic maneuvering, with no promise of 
anything better at the end of the 
period, can only hasten the flight 
of capital, deepen the distress and 
intensify the agony. 
The situation 


Is not one which can be frozen and 
held where it is. It Is a situation 
where everything Is in movement, 
ana things must either become bet- 
ter or worse. 


Finally the whole plan rests upon 


th« fatal illusion that if Europe, 
does nothing but let matters drift 
we shall all wake up some morn- 
ing to find congress and the Amer- 
ican voters prepared to cancel the 
debts.

tience with such naivete.

It is hard to 
imagine how the British government 
can even contemplate agreeing to 
a plan which puts her in such great 
jeopardy. 


If Britain w£re helpless, it might 


be said that the effort must be made 
here to grant the extension of the 
moratorium in order to save Great 
Britain. But that would be to ad- 
mit that British statesmanship is 
bankruptcy. It is too early to ad- 
mit that.

Washington — Two armies of the 


unemployed already have 
inarched 


on the capital this winter and there 
prohably will be more. There Is, In 
fact, no telling- how many 
such 


movements may develop as Con- 
gress begins to take up measures 
for unemployment relief. 


The situation Is likely to become 


painful here if the habit becomes 
too prevalent. The city and its police 
have adopted a policy of welcoming, 
feeding and barracking the march- 
ers, but how idng this policy would 
be continued in the face of repeat- 
ed visits is speculative. The 10,000 
men in the Father Cox "Jobless 
March" received nowhere near the 
attention and service accorded the 
1500 
original 
Communist-nursed 


"Hunger Marchers" of a month be- 
fore. Generally and comparatively 
speaking, the town was polite but 
somewhat bored.

Lately there have been 
advance 


reports of another "Hunger March" 
early in February by the same sing- 
ing, yelling, radical crew that came 
here in December, its numbers to be 
augmented by as many of the unem- 
ployed as can be induced to come, 
Although it seems only fitting that 
th© smug and prosperous District 
of Columbia should hand out soup 
and sandwiches to visiting unfortun- 
ates, question doubtless will be rais- 
ed as to how many receptions a 
single 
group 
of 
demonstrators 


has coming to it in the same sea- 
son. In the case of this particular 
group the chances are bright that 
the marchers will be more militant 
and the police less patient. 


Nevertheless, the publicity possi- 


bilities of these marches to "Wash- 
ington present 
a strong 
tempta- 


tion not only to the agitators and 
the rattle-brained, but also to such 
honest, serious social welfare work- 
ers as Father Cox. The two marches 
to date probably have done little to- 
ward swaying Congress, 
but

more thousands stream into town 
for that purpose the more likely is 
that sort of thing to have effect. 


Demonstrators 
arrive 
quicker 


these days than In the "General" 
Coxey period because there are good 
roads, automobiles and trucks. Nev- 
ertheless, one misses the rather spec- 
tacular habit of stealing 
railroad' 


trains which the jobless armies of 
the '30s acquired. In some towns 
you never knew whether the next 
incoming train would be old Number 
77 bearing your Aunt 
Minnie or 


some purloined fast express carrying 
a few hundred 
hungry men who 


would pile off and demand chow. 
Sometimes when a jobless army had 
no train the authorities would help 
them filch one in order to get the 
boys out of town. 


The Father Cox boys from Pitts- 


burgh and vicinity made more, of an 
impression here than the "Hunger 
Marchers" because they were quiet 
a n d 
demonstratively 
patriotic. 


Whereas the latter were belligerent j 
and included a large proportion of j 
professional malcontents, the Penn- 
sylvanians had many artisans and 
white-collar men in the ranks.

Neenah—Increase in crime dur- 


ing 1931 over 1930 Is revealed in the 
annual report to the state board of 
control by Pat Hewlett, clerk of tha 
municipal court, which has original 
jurisdiction of all criminal cases In 
Winnebago-co. 


A total of 192 persons were ar- 


raigned before Judge Spengler dur- 
ing the last year for alleged fel- 
onies as compared to only 150 for 
the previous year. 


The Increase In the number of non- 


support 
actions 
was particularly 


noticeable, SI, compared to 50 last 
year. Larceny cases jumped to 38 
from 23, and offenses involving: mor- 
als increased from 24 to 37. 


Misdemeanors included in the re- 


port comprise only state cases and 
not ordinance cases, brought under 
city laws drawn in conformity with 
the statutes. The record of these 
lesser offenses showed 28 drunken 
drivers in court in each of the two 
years, fewer arrests for drunkenness, 
45 as compared to 53, but more va- 
grancy cases, 23 last year and 14 the 
previous 12 months. 


Another interesting feature of the 


report was in the increased number 
of convicted persons placed on pro- 
bation or otherwise disposed of, and 
the decrease in the number 
sen- 


tenced to a state criminal institu- 
tion. 


While 30 were sent to prison or 


reformatory in 1930, only 20 were 
sentenced in 1931, 26 were placed on 
probation in 1930 and 34 In 1931. 
i)urin'g the last year, 15 of the cas- 
es were disposed of in some other 
manner than by prison sentence or 
probation to the state board of con- 
trol, while the year before there 
were only three such instances. 


A total of 39 cases still were pend- 


ing at the end of the last year, 
while the previous year, there were 
30 pending actions. 


Nine of those in court for crim- 


inal offenses were given county jail 
terms, and the year before, six. 


Of the total number of persons 


placed under arrest, 80 •were con- 
victed of the offenses with •which 
they were charged, but only three 
were convicted on jury trial and 
three by trial before the court. The 
rest pleaded guilty. 
During 19SO, 


convictions numbered only 67. 
Last year, however, no defendant 


was freed by a jury and only one by 
the court. Of the remainder of the 
defendants, 76 were released follow- 
ing- dismissal of state motion, or 
their cases were transferred to oth- 
er courts. 


A sign of the times was the num- 


ber of persons committed to jail for 
misdemeanors during the year for 
non-payment of fines. Such cases 
numbered 44 during 1931 as compar. 
ed to 21 in 1930.

lence and force in international af- 
fairs is gone. Would France use 
force against us if we refused to pay 
tribute any more? 
I think that 


would depend on what attitude is 
taken by the outside world, but my 
impression is that tho days of mili- 
tary invasion to collect money are 
a thing of the past." 
We sat in the Cabinet room and 


•looked out over the roofs of the 1,- 
100-year-old 
city 
of 
Brunswick. 


Around the corner was the Burs, 
erected by Count Dankward more 
than 1,000 years ago, near by the 
famous bronse lion of Brunswick, 
set up in 1166 by Henry the Lion 
and facing east to symbolize the 
struggle of tho Teutons to dam the 
Slavic flood.

Doubts Mass Attach 
I asked the Minister what 
he 


thought the opponents of National 
Socialism would do if Hitler either 
appeared to be on the

taining power legally or had actual- 
ly attained it. AVould the Republi- 
cans, anti-Fascist parties attempt 
by force to keep Hitler from the 
power? 


"My experience here as a Minis- 
ter has taught me," he replied, 'that 
our opponents have not the men- 
lallty to organise mass violence 
against a legal government by the 
National Socialists. 
It Js not pos- 


sible for democrats to prevent or 
attempt to prevent by force the op- 
eration of democracy and 
remain 


democrats. 
The whole ideology oC 


tho Republican opponents 
of the 


National Socialists is such that they 
must 
permit the 
mechanism of 


popular government 
which 
they 


themselves 
have 
constructed 
to 


work even If It results in bringing 
to power a party they abhor. 


"Our opponents," continued the 


Minister, "persist in propagating the 
notion and especially to foreigners, 
that a National Socialist government 
would mean bloodshed and violence. 
It could only mean that, IE the op- 
ponents oC the National 
Socialist 


Government wish to continue their 
Opponitlcn illegally and with blood- 
shed and violence. They also pro- 
pagate with great ardor the belief 
that the corning of National Social- 
ism in Germany must mean conflict 


with France. This is nonsense, for 
there is nobody in our party, or for 
that matter in Germany, who har- 
bors any ideas of aggression against 
France."

If we ex 
pect them to continue to enjoy this 
protection we must afford the same 
protection to foreigners in Germany. 
Aside from any other consideration 
it would only be to our interest to 
see that foreigners 
are properly 


handled." 


"We returned to the vital question 


of Franco-German relations and of 
the National Socialists 
attitude to- 


ward payment 
of the reparations 
that France has indicated sfie may 
remit temporarily but will never al- 
low to be repudiated in principle. I 
asked Herr Klagges if he were of 
the opinion that Germany could pay 
reparations in the future. 


"No," he declared 
in an even 


tone, "Germany can never repay 
reparations again. Germany never 
has been able to pay reparations and 
she never will be. The money we 
have paid for tribute so far has not 
been paid from our pockets. 
"We 


had to borrow 
the money from 


abroad from private persons and use 
this money to pay our public so-call- 
ed debts. You see what a mess this 
manner of payment has gotten the 
world into. There is no use in repeat- 
ing it." 


"But," I reminded him, "France 


may after all not agree 
with you 


that Germany will never be able to 
pay reparations. 
If she does not 


agree and you. insist that you can't 
pay, then what?" 


"Our inability to pay has been doc- 


umented," replied tho Minister. "If 
France were to attempt then to take 
forcible measures, I think we could 
count upon 
England 
and Italy 


strongly to reprehend such action." 


"But 1932 is Not 1923" 


"But England strongly reprehend- 


ed tho occupation 
of the Ruhr in 


19J23 when Germany 
declared she 


..could riot pay and,France set out to 
force payment." 


"Yes, but 1932 is not 1923, and 


there are many new factors, and I 
repeat that I do not think the world 
would stand for a new invasion of 
Germany. At any rate," he added, 
with an afterthought that perhaps 
had more significance 
than 
the 


main argument, "France would at 
the most only occupy a small part 
of Germany—and what good would 
that do her? 


"I wish you would emphasize," he 


wont on, folding his hands and look- 
ing -straight through his spectacles 
at me, "that despite all the fright- 
ful misery in Germany and the fact 
masses of the people are in a condi- 
tion that would mean 
desperation 


for most nations, one must be as- 
tounded at the orderly, 
quiet way

all our poverty and wretchedness, 
we are resolved, as 
a people, to 


achieve our salvation only by or- 
derly and legal means."

Grace Bell Fortescue's

She and her 
brother, Bobbie and sister, Helen, 
spent their winters in the great Bell 
home in Connecticut avenue, Wash- 
ington, still one of the show-places 
of the capital. Summers they were 
driven with their governesses and 
pets on the long, 
adventuresome 


trek to their grandfather's huge es- 
tate, Twin Oaks. 


As a popular young belle, Grace 


Bell was an outdoor enthusiast, an 
excellent golfer and even 
better 


horsewoman. It was 
this love of 


horses that was one of the great 
attractions between herself and the 
debonair Granville Fortescue, cousin 
of Theodore Roosevelt and, one of 
the famous troop of Rough Riders.

Since the 
war, the family has divided Its time 
between globe trotting, the old fam- 
ily home in "Washington and many 
happy months In Long Island, in the 
huge mid-Victorian house that be- 
longed to the Roosevelts.

Grace Fortescue today is known as 
a normal, healthy, courageous type 
of outdoor woman. She plays bridge

head of the reconstruction finance 
corporation and Eugene Jleyer; as 
chairman of the board of directors 
has a significance which •will be 
more apparent as the operations of 
the new government agency are un- 
folded. 


Ever since the plan was advanced 


to have an emergency corporation 
it has been assumed that Mr. Mey- 
er, because of his experience as head 
of the 
war finance corporation, 


would head up the new institution. 
While Mr. Mej er's own ability was. 
conceded, there has been some senti- 
ment on Capitol Hill to the effect 
that the governor of the federal re- 
serve board should not b« in chars6 
of the two credit agencies of the 
government for fear that the public 
may get the impression that the fed- 
eral rerer\ e policies are intertwined 
in reconstruction finance operations. 


President Hoover felt that there 


shou'd be the closest cooperation of 
course between the federal reserve 
board and the new corporation but 
he determined finally that with Gen- 
eral Dawea, a commercial banker, 
and Mr. Meyer, an Investment bank- 
er, the country would have the as- 
surance of a team that would be able 
to cope with all problems of credit 
that might arise. 


Respective Duties 


By making- General Dawes 
the 


president of the corporation, he be- 
comes responsible for actual admin- 
istration while Mr. Mever becomes 
an adviser along with the secx-etary 
of the treasury and the farm loan 
commissioner. The other three mem- 
bers of the new corporation's direc- 
torate will be Democrats and it is 
understood they, together with Gen- 
eral Dawes, will constitute the act 
ual working machinery of the cor- 
poration. Policies will be formulated 
at the meetings of the directorate 
of seven, over which Eugene Mey- 
er will preside. Mr. Meyer will be of 
inestimable help to General Dawes, 
for while the latter was in France 
during the wax, Mr. Meyer wrest- 
led with some of the very questions 
that are bound to come up in the 
handling of the credits. Mr. Meyer 
has an uncanny knowledge of mar- 
ket conditions and interest rates and 
in any financing done by the corpor- 
ation or any underwriting of bonds 
he will doubtless play a leading part. 


Impressions from Xew York and 


elsewhere conveyed here 
Indicate 


that there is still much unfamiliar- 
ity with the way the reconstruction 
finance corporation will operate. In 
the first place it has been assumed 
that two billion dollars worth of se- 
curities guaranteed by the treasury 
would be floated all at once and that 
this would depress existing govern- 
ment securities. 


Gradual Financing 


The plan is to finance the $1,500,- 


000,000 of debentures gradually over 
the next year and it is really believed 
that it will not be necessary to float 
them at all, any more than in the 
past the existence of such a credit 
has resulted in its actual use. 


It Is felt that the $500,000,000 of 


capital, which are of course to be 
government bonds, will be the equiv- 
alent of five billion dollars of cred- 
it. Thus the corporation will permit

corporation is new in the sense that 
it is to be applied to new condition5;, 
the principle has been

and 


there is real support for the plan, 
in contrast with the doubts and skep- 
ticism which privately were express- 
ed by bankeis when the

credit corporation was launched. It 
is believed this will be an important 
factor m contributing to the success 
of the corporation. 


Not Inflation

With Many Diffi-

being beset with difficulties. As the 
latest development, the Massachu- 
setta department of public utilities 
has held that the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford and the Boston 
& Maine railroads are evading and 
violating the *tate law. 
. In Kansas six Important compet- 
ing railroads have filed complaints 
with the public serylce commission 
against an existing arrangement be- 
tween the Union Pacific, the St. Jo- 
seph & Grand Island railroad and 
the "Union Pacific Stages, Inc. The 
complaining carriers are the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe, the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific, the 
Kansas City Southern, ths Midland 
Valley, the Missouri-Kansas-Texas 


and the St. Loute and San BVancta- 


CO. 
Ask Some Rate* 
They ask the state commission to 
require the three affiliated concerns 
to apply in connection with the rail- 
truck service which they establish- 
ed last summer the same rates that 
are provided for all-rail service. 


The Massachusetts action affects 


two of the largest motor vehicle 
systems In the east, the New Eng- 
land Transportation Co., subsidiary 
of the New Haven railroad, and the 
Boston & Maine Transportation Co., 
subsidiary of the Boston & Maine 
railroad. The state department of 
public utilities has directed the at- 
torney general to bring action in the 
state supreme court, by mandamus 
or Injunction, to stop the New Ha- 
ven's freight 
carrying operations 


and to take "such action as he 
deems proper" with respect to the 
Boston & Maine. 


All of the stock of the New Eng- 


land Transportation Co., amounting 
to $1,500,000, is owned by the New 
Haven, which also -has loaned Its 
subsidiary more than $1,300,000. It 
is engaged in extensive bus and 
truck operations, but the passenger 
lines are not affected by the pres- 
ent proceedings. Proper applications 
were made for the 
operation of 


buses and authority 
was 
duly 
granted, but It appears that neither 
the railroad nor its subsidiary • ever 
applied for the 
right to operate 


freight trucks in Massachusetts. 


File Petition 


The Motor Truck Club of Mas«a- 
chjisetta, Inc., filed a petition asking 


ib« public utUttlwi department to re- 
Quint all of thorn carriers to estab- 
lish and apply Juet and compensa- 
tory rate*. The department 
held, 


however, that it could not require 
the tiling: ot rate* when the ve- 
hicles ar« being operated without 
authority of law. 
"We do not believe," the depart- 
ment's order said, "that the obliga- 
tions imposed upon the railroad (by 
state law) can be avoided by the 
railroad establishing a subsidiary 
which It absolutely dominates and 
controls." 
A-slightly. different situation was 


found to exist in the operations of 
the Boston & Maine and its subsi- 
diary. In this case the handling of 
freight Is conducted by independent' 
operators, who do the actual physi- 
cal transportation which the Boston 
& Maine Transportation Co., under- 
takes to perform. Whether this con- 
stitutes operation of motor vehicles, 
in a legal sense, by the Boston & 
Maine railroad, which controls its 
subsidiary as fully as in the New 
Haven case, was not definitely de- 
cided by the department, but the 
matter was referred to the attorney 
general for action.
